When he -wrote this paragraph the Pres- 
ident was evidently not awnre of the 
eiistence of Section 5,403 and 5,408, 
Bevised Statutes of the United States. 
The first section provides that any 
paper filed or deposited with any clerk, 
judicial or public official, shall be a 
pnblic document, and that any person 
who willfully destroys, take* or carries 
away any such paper without regard to 
the value thereof, shall b» punished 
with a fine of not more than $2,000 and 
imprisonment for not more than three 
years. Section 5,408 is as follows: 


Every officer having custody of any 


record, document or proceeding speci- 
fled in Section 5,403, who fraudulently 
takes away er withdraws or destroys 
any such record, document, paper or 
proceeding filed in his office or deposited 
with him, or in his custody, shall pay 
a fine of not more than $2.000 or suffer 
smprisonment at hard labor for not 
•ore than three years, or both, and 
shall, moreover, forfeit his office and bn 
forever 
afterward disqualified 
from 


holding any Office under the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 


This appears to be rather binding.

The Committee on Rivers and Har- 


bors devoted Wednesday to hearing the 
•tatements of the Pacific Coast delega- 
tion on the needs of improving the 
water-ways of California, Oregon and 
Washington Territory. 
Congressman 


I.cnley addressed the Committee on the 
improvement of Hmoboldt Bay. Mo- 
B »nna spok* of^the improvement of the 
Sarramento river, Oakland Harbor and 
San Pablo Bay. Herman, of Oregon, 
made a long and able speech on the 
improvement of the rivers and bays in 
Oregon. He said that we will yet live 
to see the Columbia river bwin export- 
ing to the world's wheat markets a sur- 
plus of 80,000,000 of bushels. Already 
over 350,000 Ions are being rapidly 
moved, and yet it will be next May be- 
fore last year's crop is transported. Be 
claimed that the saving on freights on 
last year's crop, if the Cascade Canal 
were open, would cover all that is now 
recommended for its full completion. 
The amount of the present shipments 
from that section surprised the com- 
mittee. He urged that the Co^nille 
river, Coos Bay, Umpqna, Port Orford, 
Tillamook and the Willamette be im- 
proved. 
He made his remarks inter- 


esting by exhibiting samples of wool, 
coal and salmon and other articles of 
export. Senator Dolph followed in a 
strong speech for the improvement of 
the Columbia river. 


A Salt Lake Tribune representative 


met Col. W. E. D. Barrett, of the Inte- 
rior Department, last Saturday, and in 
a conversation with him learned that he 
had been sent out »s a special agent of 
the Department to look into the alleged 
land frauds of that Territory. 
The 


Colonel has been out near Corinne in- 
vestigating the condition of affairs in 
that neighborhood. He intimated that 
so far as he had been able to learn, the 
Central Pacific had secured the title to 
all the land claimed by the company in 
a legal manner, but he was sadsfied 
from the way ho found some portions 
of the land in that vicinity inclosed 
that some one bad been guilty of vio- 
lating the law. In regard to the alleged 
frauds which it was claimed had been 
perpetrated in years past, the Colonel 
was satisfied from the very meager in- 
vestigation he had been able to make, 
that there was something wrong some- 
irhere. The Cache Valley sttal will re- 
ceive special attention, and all the other 
steals that can be unearthed will be 
carefully looked after. Colonel Barrett 
has received special instructions from 
the Department in regard to his work, 
and he is determined to follow them to 
the very letter. He has only been here 
a short time, but there is little doubt 
but that he has found oat many things 
which seem peculiar. Time will de- 
velop the results of his labor.

This stand induced 
Congress at once to change its views- in 
regard to the policy ol a tenure office 
act. General Butler, who several montkg 
before had urged an impeachment ot 
President Johnson for a constructive 
violation of the act, now introduced a 
two-line bill absolutely repealing the act. 
The Eutler bill passed theHonse by 138 
to IS. The Senate sent the bill to th* 
Judiciary Committee, which reported a 
substitute suspending the act until th* 
next session of Congress, Mr. Thur- 
man, a member of the committee which 
re»o.ted the substitue, said that the 
proposition to suspend was a declara- 
tion that the tenure ot office act "is to 
be enforced when it will have practical 
effect." 
Mr. Thuriuan saw that th* 


purpose of the Senate was to give Presi- 
dent Grant eight months in which to 
make removals without the consent of 
the Senate. Mr. Edmunds and Mr. Carl 
Schurz were the leaders in what may be 
termed tbe spoils movement. Between 
the Butler bill for repeal and the Senate 
substitute tbe Senate was likely to vote 
for repeal.
